Washington, Nov. 3.In the House of Repr*-
sentatives the last day of the "extraordinary
session" was marked by some extraordinary
proceedings and an unusual amount of con¬

fusion, but it was barren of results. The last
thing done at last night's sitting was to vote

almost unanimously not IO concur In the Senate
amendment t« the Urgent Deficiency bill, which
was an Item of about $21,000 to pay the salaries
Of clerks to Senators for the months of Octo¬
ber and November. 11*90. This Item was re¬

jected by the House at the second session of the
List Congress, and at both sessions of the last
Congress. \Vh-n the matter was before rho
Holts* last night Mr. Livingston, .f Georgia,
who was OO* of Ihe oonferives, explained that
"the Senators interested are nearly all Demo¬
crats and th,* clerks nearly all Democratic
clerks," but inasmuch as "Senatorial courtesy"
does not prevail In the popular branch of Con¬

gress. Its members, even those who are Demo¬
crats, paid no heed to Mr. Livingston's sugges¬

tion. They somed to think that it would be,
!f not immoral, at bast wi.-kelly extravagant
to pay the clerks of Senators for s-rvi. es when

Congi',-*.* was n,,t in session. Th" result has
been lhat the Urgent I i.-ti-i. tn y appropriation
bili is still In conference and cannot become a

law until after the beginning of the regular
session. This is unfortunate for a number of
reasons, one of which ls that the bill carries an

appropriation of H27.t*W to pay the wages of
Janitors, watchmen, engineers, firemen and
other persons BBBploved In the public buildings
of the [Jolted States throughout the country,
the appropriations tb* which at the last session
were cut down by Holman and "Holmanlsin"
far below the estimates and the actual necessi¬
ties of this branch of the public service.

EMl'L.iYr.s TO BUFFER I'll'M " HOLM \XISM ."
In the d-'bate .rn this proposition last night

Mr. Washington, <>f Tenn. sse.-, a Democrata
said that bs had BB«n inf,trued at the Treasury
Department that "the funds for paying the en¬

gineers, firemen and others, whose services aro

absolutely necessary to keep the public build¬
ings in a habitable condition during the winter
weather, have hen exhausted, and their
services have been dispensed with in many
of the public buildings on account of the lack
Of funds." "That ls the condition at Nashville,"
he continued, "and also with a number of
public buildings els, where, and unless ths
Urgent Deft, i-ncy bill becomes a law there
will be suffering among rhe clerks and officials
generally on this account." But the House of
Representatives, in Its devotion to principle,
paid no heed to this appeal. "Not a dime will
we grant until the Senate abandons this at¬

tempt to tilch money from the National purse
to pay the private clerks of Senators for ser¬

vices they did not perform," was the ultimatum
of the Democratic patriots who control tho
House of K-pres-ntatives. This was the high
and safe ground, and it was a pity that the
Democrats had to abandon it. They had al-
tea.iy passed an adjournment resolution, there¬
by laying the groundwork for a claim for
mileage at tit* regular session, and with that
a few of them thought they .night to be con¬

tent. Not so the majority, however, which
fought and struggled until the expiration of
Hi- last minute of the "extraordinary session"
for a resolution to do for their private clerks
the very thing which they had resisted with
Roman fortitude and virtue when the Senate
tried to do it for its clerks.

Mr. Rich¬
ardson was short-sighted, ot else he was willing
to give the S.nate an opportunity lo add ths
obnoxious item for tho payment of Its own
el-ik, as BB am-'tidment, and BS refused to ac¬
cept Mr. Cann.-n's suggestl-ui.
